‘The tranclation of these, as weil as the further 
unrelling, was then postponed to Wednesday, a! 
which time the Temple was crowded half an 
hour before the stated time of the lecture. On 
this occasion, after an explanation of the biero- 
glyphics on the exterior fold of linen, Mr. @. 
placed the mummy in charge of the committee 
of scientific géntieman, eppointed for the pur- 
pose, and they proceeded to uswrap the mu- 
merous bandages, in which it was swathed. — 
This operation occupied half an hour, and result- 
ed in the discovery of a papyrus or book of the 
dead, euch as wes usually deposited with corpses 


very perfect specimen.” The papyrus, ante-dating 
the period of the sojourn of the lereclites in 
Egypt, was not in « state to unroll; as to pre- 
vent its crombling in the op-ration, it must 
first be carefully moistened. 
After the bandeges had been taken from the 
greater part of the mummy, it wes displayed to 
the audience. But the mode of embalming this 
specimen had been peculiar—being by dipping 
the bedy in boiling bitumen, se that the face 
looked as if carved out of anthracite coal. 
During the operation of unfolding the linen 
bandages, « fine resinous dust was raised, which 
set many of the audience to encezing. The 
mummy having been answathed was placed, 
together with the articles found on the persoe, 
im @ glass case, for the inspection of the curious. 
On Friday Mr. Gliddon wes to lecture agein on 
the whole subject, on which occasion, the opi- 
nions of the scientiéc gentiemen who assisted in 
anrolling the mummy, would be given. Among 
these are Professor Agassiz, Dr. @baries T. 
Jackson, Dr. Wyman, and Dr. Winslow Lewis. 
Te history of this mummy, as partly revealed 
by the outer inscription, seems to make her the 
danghter of the High Priest of Thebes—one of 
the Theban aristocracy—by name Axcn-ru-****. 
Since the enrollment, however, it appears that 
the mummy lived about 900 years B.(., and that, 
instead of « priestess or a princess, the remains 
are those of a male. Mr. Giiddon professes to 
explain the mistake. He says (he mummy sbould 
have been a woman, aod the man must have got 
into the place by mistake, “during the burry 
and confusion of cmbalment.” Such things, be 
said, often bappened,and where there were 7,000 
bedies on band at the same time, it was no wos- 
der that one should occasionally grt into the 
wrong coffin. But how the large number of 
7,000 bodies should happen to be on band a! one 
time, we do not see explaine:'.

THE CUBA DIFFICULTY.

The Secretary of State, by direction of the 
bas sent instructions to Mr. C 

to inform the Captain Genera! of Cuba, that “if 
one drop of American blood is unjustly shed by 
the Cuban authorities, it may involve Spain in « 
war with the United States, which will result in 
a lose to Spain of her entire dominion in the 
West Indies ; and that the American Eagle mest 
and shall protect those of oar countrymen who 
have been guilty of no act of invasion.” He takes 
the ground that though the men captured st 
Woman’s Isiand, may have left the United States 
for the purpose of invading Cubs, they cannot 
be justly punished for 2 mere intention. That 
so far as an offence hes been committed, it is 
the laws of the United States, whieh 
forbid the organizing of an expedition against a 
friendly power. Mr. Campbell is therefore in- 
structed to reiterate the demand that the prise- 
ners be delivered up to be sent to this country 
for trial. We wait anxiously to bear what an- 
swer will be made to this demand by the Cuban 
authorities. 
Since writing the above, we have received 
the following later news, brought by the «Geor- 
gia,” which left Havana on the 4th 
On the ——, st 12 o’elock, an American brig, 
from which was taken some California emigrants, 
supposed to be invaders, was towed past the 
Georgia and Saranac, in the upper barber. A 
ship, name unknown, probabiy the barque Geor- 
gian, was captured af the same time, ard an- 
chered at the mouth of the harbor. The per 
sons taken in these vessels are confined in the 
Mero Castle, and all access bas been denied the 
American Cousul to them. It te generally be- 
lieved, in Havana, that there is no evidence 
ageiast these vessels or the prisoners, the vee- 
sels having been regularly cleared for Chagres, 
and captured on the coast of Yucatan.

Our party found 
comfortable seats in © first-class car, with per- 
haps three-score other white persons, among 
whom were several whose dress and manners 
preciaimed them to belong te the clerca! order. 

The journey “by rail” was nineteen miles, 
and eccupied something over an hour. At the 
camp station, we found & motely crowd of whites 
and biecks, many of them waiting te return to 
the city in the cars which had jest conveyed us 
from it. The “camp” iv situated about « mile 
from the station, a distance which, in the some- 
what oppressive warmth of the afternoon, we 
preferred te walking, although Miss Bre- 
mer, with true Eurepean love for the letter in- 
dependent methed of lecemotion, was quite in- 
clined to adopt it. We found « crary old car- 
riage, with twe equally crezy old borees, and « 
net much less crazy eld coechman, waiting the 
commant of coy whe was willing to pay 
“ seven-pence” for a ride. Our party was soon 
oa the webielc, and Mes. H.'s servant, with the 
latge basket of bodily comforts, bebind in. The 
read te the camp was filled with pedestriens, and 
it gequiced all the address of our driver te clear 
the way fos hic equipage, which he did, how- 
ever, Waih great good humer and politeness, two 
umiushiag charactenstics of an eld negre ser 
vont. 

Arrived at the outskirts of the camp, we érs- 
missed our cable “ whip” and advanced inte thr 
interior. Our first care was to secure for the 
ladies 2 share of that generous hospitality which 
distinguishes alike “ the court, the comp” of the 
Southern people. Nor was it a difficult tesk.— 
Apart from the fact that one ef the tric had seve- 
rel acquacstaaces upon the ground, the name of 
our Cisueguahed guest was an instant pasepor’ 
te the good will of « very courteous gentleman 
le whose attentions and the unremitting Kindnes+ 
of tas excellent wife, we were indebted for s de- 
gee of comfort, while at the camp, far beyonc 
our expectations. In the bebalf of their strange 
goest, as in our own, We make (his ecknowledg 
ment for their hospitality.

is the relation of an interview Mr. Devis had, 
with the spirit of = departed friend. On earth, 
here in New York, they were very intimate, and 
were both intently devoted to the study and prac- 
tice of Animal Magnetism. 

A short time previous to the death of this 
frend it was mutually agreed between both, that 
whichever died first, he weuld, if spirits had euch 
& power, communicate to the other who remain- 
ed on earth, the feelings and sensations he expe- 
rnenced during and subsequent te the process of 
dying. The name of the deceased was James 
Vietor Wilson, « tleman, in his latter days, 
(1847) well known to the public of this city 
through his connection with Mesmerism, which 
at that time attracted considerable attention.— 
Wilson, it appears, faithfully stuck to his pro- 
muse and has actually made the revelation te Mr. 
Davis, as agreed, though, owing to the mind of 
the latter being mm an unfit state, considerable 
tame elapsed after bis death before be could com- 
| manicate with his friend. Mr. Wilson, if we 
remember aright, resided in City Hall Place. 
His demise was sudden, being found one morn- 
ing a corpse in bis bed. It is a pity that his re- 
velations to Mr. Davis were not made sooner, as 
they might have assisted the deliberations of the 
coroner's jury, who bronght in a verdict of death 
from an “ unknown caure.”” It was said at the 
tome of Mr. W.’s death, that be often endeavor- 
ed to abstract his spirit from bis body or to 
throw bimeel! voluntary inte the mesmeric 
state ; and that at last he succeeded in abstract- 
ing himself altogether. Mr. Wilson confirms 
this statement in his revelation. 

Mr. Davis speaking of bis first communication 
with Mr. Wilson’s spirit, says :—“ Towards the 
last of December, 1547, as | was recovering 
from « short but severe illness, and while my 
mind was in @ state of interior meditation, | did 
not see, but | suddenly felt his spiritual presence.

GARDEN HINTS. 


draw the earth around the plants with « bee, se 
as to cover the stems up as far as the seed leaves. 
Keep the ground stirred and free of weeds, and 
whenever the weather is dry, water the plants: 
an oecasional ‘with a decoction of soot 
and water, made in the proportion of s quart of 
soot to ten gallons of water, will be found bigh- 
ly serviceable. 

Potatocs.—Yout early frish potatoes will re- 
quire attention; bill, if necessary, and be sore 
to keep them clean of weeds, and the earth well 
stirred. Your Swvet Potatoes must be similarity 
attended to. 

Late hish Potatocs.—\f you have not already 
planted your Irish potatoes for winter. use, do so 
within the first ten days of this month; be sure 
to manure and prepare the ground well, and keep 
the patch clean. 

Bunch Beans —Piant these within the first ten 
days of this month. Should the weather prove 
dry, don’t spare the watering pot; it being ne- 
coseary that a moderate degree of moisture should 
be maintained in the earth. If at the time of 
planting, the soil should be dry, give & souking 
watering to the drills. 
Cabsages.—Seize the occasion of the first rein 
to set your cabbage plants, of various kinds, and 
as the cut-worm is often very destractive te new- 
ly set out plants at thie season, you should pre- 
pare the following mixture in « piggia or basis, 
and immerse your plants in it as you withdrew 
them from the seed bed, taking care te cover 
toote and stems up as far asthe leaves. Take 
six parts fine mould, one part soot, and one pert 
sulphur, pour in water until you reduce the ia- 
gtedients to the consistency of cream, intimate- 
ly mixing the whole together. If you attend to 
this, the worms will not trouble your plants; 
while this treatment will be sure to act favora- 
bly on their early growth. 

Cymblins._See to your bed of cymbiins, keep 
the ground clean, and water when there may be 
a drought. 

Cucumbers.—The same treatment and care 
should be extended to these, as above advised 
for cymblins. If the vines appear te be too 








te the under manure by rains, dews, &c.— 
treatment would materially lessen the 
attacks of insects on fruit trees. 

Toracce Dust.—We last year procured from 


vegetables, caustic lime, made inte ine pow- 
der, while dry, and applied before slaking by 
contact with the air, will produce similar re - 
waits. 

Hanpieess or rue Osace Onanor.— The 
plants in cur own grounds, now two years old, 
nearly, are in perfect health, with the excep- 
tion of « trifling damage to the ends of the 
twigs. So far as this trial goes, the plant is 
as bardy as it peed be, for these two winters 
have been very severe upon tender trees.— 
The plants in question beve not been very 
rapid growers, and their slow progress may 
bave affected them favorably towards the sea- 
son.—Prairee Farmer (Chicago) Mlimoss. 
Inagets —Rub your trees in June, Jaly, and 
Angust from the branches to the ground with 
green catnip, to prevent the imsects from lay- 
ing their eggs im the bark. 





Onvo.— The Onie Cultivator recommends ibe 
farmers of Uhat State, as the dry weather of the 
pest monte has seriously affected the grass crop, 
to sow Millet, indian Corn, Ruta Baga, &c., a+ 
sabsisiutes jor Hay.

Ie billing 
your caulifowers, give the bills a besin-like 
shape, vo that they may receive the full benedt 
of ram when it may iall. Be mindful io dry 
weather, never te let your cauliflowers want for 
watering, as (hey require mach moisture to bring 
them to perfection. 

Garden Peas. With the view of continuing 
your green peas tor table or for sale, plant peas 
at the beginning of this month, and at intervals 
of ten days until the endef it. Mi you bave « 
bed of rch moist ground, with an open exposure, 
that will be the most suitabie piace to ¢' them 
im at this season of the year—give plenty of 
room between the rows—manure your ‘ 
with well rotted manure, dig it faithfully and 
rake it untd perfectly fine: soak the seed in 
warm water over night befere drilling them 
in. This will promote early germination; bat 
you must be careful te water the drills should 
the weather prove dry, every other afterncen 
until the plants come up. 

Asparagus Leds.— The old beds as well as those 
pewly made, must be kept clean (rom weeds, as 
also any seedlings you may have to be set out 
next year. 

Leeks may be transplanted, if done early this 
moa'b. 

Lettwes.— Transplant any plants you may have, 
and sow seed for later crops. 

Lame and Carcima Beans.—\oor Lime and 
Caroima Deans planted last month, as well as any 
other runnieg kinds you may have pianted, should 
now be thoroughly worked, and bave the poles 
planted near them te rea upos. You may stil! 
plant the early Carolina bean. 

St- awterry Beds —¥requent watering of these 
while the vines «@ frosting, tends to imerease 
the size of the fruit.
